Quack apothecaries began to 
spring up In the new land, nnd In 1(KM( 
the colony of Virginia passed a law 
which among other things regulated 
the prices and fees of the druggist. 
At this time it was fashionable for 
the druggists fo practice surgery In ad- 
dition to pharmacy, and the Virginia 
colony contained a large number of 
people who wore proficient In both pro- 
fessions. 
In Massachusetts tho busi- 


ness was largely In the hands of 
Indians, schoolmasters, old women and 
teachers. 
The Halem witchcraft de- 


lusion retarded the spread of the drug- 
gist for some time In the Bay State, 
for the popular Impression fastened on 
the apothecaries a suspicion that they 
Hold the potions that were supposed to 
produce the spells.

which their fruit must find custo- 
mers, and they had practically no 
home market nor agencies through 
•which 
they could convert it into 


ready money at remunerative figures. 


Jt IH true there were speculators in 


the field, but their offers to buy were 
at vory low prices and only span- 
modin at best. 
Thin is not strange, 


as 
fhoHo Hpec.ulators were but go- 


betweens, and the markets being un- 
developed, they could only offer for 
the most part 
conHignrnoi.it.

If, passing the speculator 


by, tho grower sought relief by con- 
eigning hi.s product to tho market 
himself, he wns little, if any, gainer. 
Those were

Various expedients wore restored 


t,o for the betterment of the con- 
ditions. 


Speculators attempted to form a

The 


net 
results 
obtained 
during 
the 


Agency period wero not satisfactory 
to tho grower», and on September J, 
lflO-1, the Exchange resumed tho wale 
of the fruit it controlled, indepen- 
dently of any other factor. 


On March 2, 1905, the California 


Fruit Growers Exchange waa incor- 
porated, and on Heptornbor 1st fol- 
lowing succeeded to tho business of 
the Southern California Fruit Ex- 
change. 
This change in name being 


doomed advisable, in order that the 
marketing organization itself might 
in name, as well as in fact, become 
general throughout tho state rather 
than 
remain 
local 
to 
Southern 


California. 


Tho Exchange was founded upon 


the theory that every member is en- 
titled to furnish hiojirn ratii of tho 
fruit for shipment througlf his asso- 
ciations, and every association to its 
pro rata of the various markets of 
tho country. 
This theory reduced 


to practice gives every grower his 
fair share, and the average price of 
all markets throughout tho season. 


Another cardinal provision of the 


plan was that all fruit should be 
marketed on a level basis of actual 
cost, with all books and accounts 
open for inspection at tho pleasure of 
tho members. 
These 
broad princi- 


ples of full cooperation constitute 
the basis of tho Exchange movement. 


The Exchange system

usually thereafter it goes into Un- 
common pool, and in due 
course 


takes its percentage of the returns 
according to grade. 


Any given brand is the exclusive 


property of the association using it, 
and the fruit under this brand is al- 
ways picked in the sumo locality, 
and therefore 
of uniform quality. 


This is of great advantage in mar- 
kefing, as the trade soon learns that 
the pack in reliable.

ciations, covering every citrus

legitimate dealers first band.

this purpose tho Exchange establish-

ed a system of exclusive agencies in j 
all the principal cities of the country, ; 
employing as agents active, capable i 
young men 
of 
experience

fruit business. 
Most of these agetits ! 


are, salaried, and have no other busi- ! 
ness of any kind to engage their at- 
tention, anrl none of the Exchange 
representatives 
handle 
any 
other 


citrus fruits. 
Those agents sell to 


smaller 
cities contiguous to their 


headquarters, 
nr 
in tho territory 


covered by their districts. 


Over all these agencies nro two 


general traveling agents, with author- 
ity to supervise and check up the 
various offices. 
These general agents 


maintain in their offices at Chicago 
and Omaha, a complete bureau of in- 
formation, through which all agents 
receive every day detailed informa- 
tion as to sales of JOxchange fruit in 
other 
markets 
tho previous day. 


Possessing this data the selling agent 
cannot be taken advantage of as to 
prices. 
If any agent finds his mar- 


ket sluggish, and is unable to sell 
at tho average prices elsewhere, he 
promptly advises the head office in 
Los Angeles, and sufficient fruit is 
diverted from his market to relieve 
it and restore prices to normal level, 
lu actual practice approximately 
40 


per cent of all the fruit shipped by 
the Exchange is sold at public auc- 
tion at point of consumption and of 
the remaining 60 per cent the greater 
part Is eold at private sale at a price 
agreed upon between the seller and 
purchaser at 
point of arrival 
on 


market conditions as they prevailed 
at that time. Through these agencies 
of its own the Exchange is able to 
get and transmit to its members the 
most t-ri)"! 
irthy information regard- 


ing inarki 
conditions, visible sup- 


plies, etc. 
This system affords a 


maximum of good service at a mini- 
mum of cost. 
The volume of the 


business is so large 
that, a most 


thorough equipment is maintained 
at much less cost to growers than 
any other selling agency can 
offer. 


During the fourteen years of co- 


operation in tho marketing of citrus 
fruits under the Exchange system, 
tho output of the state has increased 
from 4100 cars in 18U2-3 to HI,791 
cars, including Northern California 
shipments, 
during

1 SUM-">, with a prospect of a still 
further increase 
in tho volume of 


shipments in the very near future.
